All I have here ſaid of others, I., too late find 
verify'd in my ſelf. This Conſideration has drawn 
me into ſuch ſerious. Reflections I was fo much a 
Stranger to whilſt" living, and am now perplex'd 
with dying. Lou have often, without all doubt, 
as became your Profeffion, much better inculcated 
theſe Sentiments into your Auditors, and perhaps 
With as little Effet as I now leave them in wri- 
ting; for the Weeds of worldly Cares ſoon ſtop the 
7 5 roth of the good Seed that is ſow'd in us. We 
value an elaborate Diſcourſe above found Doctrine, 
becaule the former pleaſes our underſtanding, where- 
as the latter grates upon our Conſciences. Would 
to God I had been ſooner ſenſible of this Truth, 
it would have prevented my Offence, and ſav'd the 
Confuſion of this Acknowledgment, And yet this 
is all the Satisfaction I am capable of making, ex- 
torted from me by the Terrors of approaching

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I have not the leaſt Shadow of excuſe for my 
bitter Invectives agaiaſt you, it was never my Ta 
lent to extenuate, but to magnify Offences, and to 
make them where they djs not appear. Being 
thus qualified, I could. not bit be a proper Inſtru- 
ment of Malice or Revenge, eſpecially: where the 
Bait of Intereſt and Applauſe was at Hand to en- 
courage the underraking. The whole World is but 
too ſenſible of the implacable Animoſities that have 
revail'd among us for many Vears. It would be 
por reaſonable to think the unſpeakable Miſchiefs 
and Calamities they brought upon us within the Me- 
mory of Man, not to look back beyond the Days 
of King Charles the Firſt, might have rectify d 
People's Judgments, and ſettled their Minds, ſo as 
to dread any Innovation, and endeavour to unite in 
true Chriſtian Principles of Charity, and bearing 
with one another; and yet how far are we from 
this ſo much to be wiſh'd for, Happineſs?

It is not my Pro- 
vince to decide of Right or Wrong in this Caſe, but 
rather to lament the Malice of Mankind, which 
makes the molt deſtructive, Poiſon,” of that which 
Providence ordain'd for their Comfort and Support.

Another Aſſertion of ſome Learn'd Mhigs, does no leſs offend 
me than the former, viz. That Preaching Paſſiv® Obedience and 
Non · Reſiſtance in any Caſe whatſoever, ; teaching Men to Rebel and 
to take up Arms againſt Her Majeſty» For my part, I think it 
downright Nasen, or at beſt a fore d Conſtruct ion, if ſo inter- 
preted; for no Man in his Senſes could mean it.

Nor can I with any * to Reaſon or Conſcience, Inveſt 
any Mortal, with one of the Preregatives of God Almighty, to 
know another Mans Thoughts, and to Interpret his Meaning bet- 
ter than he can himſelf, as ſome, and they no mean 7hips, have 
lately pretended to do; which I am of Opinion, is a bold Im- 
poſieion upon Mankind, and ſo dangerous in the Conſequence, that 
no Man can be ſecure of his Life; Eſt ate or Liberty, where ſuch 
a wicked Suggeſtion ſhall prevail; for if another Perſon that 
never ſaw me before, ſhall be allow'd to know my Thoughts and 
interpret my Meaning, contrary to my plain and expreſs Words 
he has the Power to diſpoſe of me at his own Will and Pleaſure, 
I urge not this in favour of any Perſon whatſoever ; but with

I mean the Parliament chat rais d a 
Mar againſt King Charles I. we may find an Ordonance of chat Par- 
ilament, which they caus'd to be printed and affix'd to the Directe- 
ry, ſtrictly prohibiring the uſe of the COMMON PRATER, not 
only in Churches and Families, bur even in a Mans Private Cloſer, 
under the Penalty of 51. for the firſt Offence, 100. for the ſecond, 
and 2cl. and aYears Impriſonment, without Bail or Mainprize,for 
the third: Now ſays he, I chalenge you, and all the Friends we 


bave, to produce ſuch an Inſtance in King Charles II. Reign, of 


Perſecution and Tyrannizing over Mens Conſciences, as this was: 
And then he left me to conſider, whether Taciturnity would not be 
more commendable among the />zgs, than reproaching the Tories 


with our own more apparent Tranſgreſſions in the ſame Inftances. 
We accuſe the Tories with Over-Greatning our Proteſtant Prin- 


ces, and ſhewing roo great a Duty and Obedience to our Sovereign; 
or to borrow the Words of the Author of the Thoughts of an ho- 


neſt Tory, that they make an extravagant noiſe about Obedience, the 


Cloak for Turbulency. And yet Mr. Alſop, a Presbiterian Preach- 
er in Weſtminſter, in his own, and in the Names of a numero
